GOV. GREEN REVIEWS TROOPS. 
' SENATOR. VANDENBERG. ° 
GIVES MEM. ADDRESS |

They came from every direction, 


: Sunday, te attend the annual review 


of Michigan National Guard, at 
Camp Grayling as the severa] organ- 
izations passed before Governor Green 
and Major Gen, Wilson and other re- 
viewing officers. With bands playing 
and flags and banners fiying each 
regimental company looked its best 
as. they passed the reviewing station, 

Autos lined the highways about the 
parade grounds three deep and every- 
where thruout the mammoth camp 
grounds cars were parked, as their 
occupants found favorable positions 
for looking on. 

For an hour before the review was 
to start, organizations were busy 
taking their respective stations. And 
last came Gov. Green and Gen. Wilson 
cad staff mounted who first approach. 
ed an auto in which rode Mrs. R. Han- 
son and her family where both the 
Governor and Gencral greeted Mrs, 


Hanson and told her they were glad 
to have her present, The late Mr. 
Hanson had always been a conspicuous 
figure at the reviews during all the 
past years the Gyard has been com- 
ing to Grayling. Mrs. Hanson. had 
never before witnessed 4 review and, 
at the personal invitation of Gen. Wil 
son, was present that day. 

Our ‘chief executive and Gen. Wil- 
son were applauded as they passed 
along before the huge crowd ‘that 
lined the field. They rode around the 
field jusnectine each deparlment, re- 
turning the salutes of the officers and 
men. 

After the regiments passed the re- 
viewing officers, they left the field in 
double time, returning to their head- 
auarters, tt took lenger than an 
hour for all to pass, and everything’ 
went off orderly and without con- 
fusion. The absence of Michigan's 
crack cavalry regiment was greatly 
noticed by the crowd. This organiza- 
tion completed their training a week 
earlier than usual and had returned 
to their home stations. However to 
conclude the exhibit, three airplanes 
of Michigan National Guard Air Ser- 
vice came across the field, flying low, 
after which the airmen gave an ex- 
hibition of sensational flying that 
greatly thrilled the vast crowd. 

Visit Flying Field 

_ After the review many visited :the 
Fiving field north of town, Hundreds 
of autos parked about the roadways. 
To entertain the crowd Major Evans 
and others of his flying corps took 
flights and did a number of Joop-the- 
loops, nose dives and whirls and other 
stunts to the amazemen: of the crowd. 
Aten Seret. Barr and Corp. Nicholson 
did some very thrilling and clever 
parachute drops. Two planes belong- 
ing te the Poster Airways, Lansing, 
were kept busy takine up passengers, 
ed secres of men. women and child- 
ren were privilezed to view the Jand- 
scape from the clouds 


On Monday the Guard began a two- 
day “war time” maneuver. The of- 
ficers and men packed their kits and 
hied to the wilderness and — other 
strategic places, prepared to stay cut 
all night. The Guard was divided into 
two parties—the blues and the reds, 
The Tuesday night edition of the De- 
troit News gave an account of ihe 
maneuver, and it read as follows: 

“ Take Ta Woods 

At noon the guardsmen quit the 
road for the shade of pines and oaks 
along the way. They hungrily munch- 
ed sandwiches and found pleasure in 
coffee, althourh the day was hot. Then 
dlozed on the 
‘ground. 

An order came to enter the woods 
to the right, and the infantry cut 
dicross the second growth timber, un- 
penetrated since the overnight hikes 
of last August. Late in the day the 
advance guard sighted hostile troops 


were pitched: and’ field. ki 
up..At 6-p. m. the infantry,.s 
along.a mile front, partook of a steam 
ing hot mess, Horses were watered 


ed and camp well in 
darkness came. 

To the reat camped the 182nd 
Heavy Artillery, of Detroit, in com- 
mand -of Col. Heinrich A.  Pickert, 
vith its full complement of heavy 
guns, and the 119th Light Artillery. 

. To Attack Today 
At 4:40 a. m, today, the infantry 


was to go into attack against the 


enemy. White tape ttrung between 
stakes was to indicate hostile trench- 
es, and stumps and pipes 
gun nests. 

Howitzer companies were to storm 
these positions with trench mortars 
and 37 mm. guns while the artillery 
was to fire.-over the heads of the 
guardsinen into a restricted area. 
Planes of the air service were to 
circle overhead, observe the 
and drop messages. 

Attached to each platoon of in- 
fantry was to be an ambulance, with 
a driver and orderly to carry the 
“wounded” in stretchers to the am- 
bulances, and thence to the field hos- 
pitals. 

The war problem, the most difficult 
cver attempted by the Michigan Na- 
tional. Guard, was to teach the troops 
to -execute orders yuickly and ef- 
ficiently. ' Guard officials, in the role 
of judges, were to observe the battle 
from the enemy lines and formulate 
situations for the troops to solve. 

The’ Guard will - conelude _ their 
training for this summer tomorrow— 
Friday, when most of the organiza- 
tions will leave for their home sta- 
tions. 

Thruout the camp the weather has 
been very good. The days have been 
@ little warm at times, but the cool 
nights stimulated sound sleep with 
the result that the men had plenty 
of hard work and plenty of rest. 


Distinguished Officers Visit Camp 
- Several distinguished federal  of- 
ficials visited camp during the week. 
Among ‘them were Capt. Phillips and 
Sgt. King of the Militia Bureau, 
Washington, D. C., who made a non- 
stop fight from Bolling Field (Wash- 
ington), to Grayling airport, making 
the trip in four hours, 

These officers were on an inspec- 
tion tour of all National Guard air 
service camps. They remained «in 
Grayling two days and said they 
were well pleased with this. airport 
and said they wished Detroit had one 
as good. They used a Douglas U-2-H 
airplane, which requires a larger field 
for landing than any other in ‘the 
army service. They had plenty of 
room for lunding and lots of room

Anothér road which needs attention 
immediately is the trunk line from 
St. Ignace to the Soo. This road is 
now being paved for a short distance 
north of St. Ignace but it needs miles 
of additional. conerete to make it a 
fitting road to the great Lock city. 
This is one of the important gate- 
ways to the Upper Peninsula, and it 
seems strange that it has been neg-

The Department in the past has 
specialized in the distribution of ad- 
vanced fry but the present program 
is to change gradually to the point 
where fingerlings will be planted in 
preference to fry. 


Lansing, Aug. 14.-—Logging com- 
panies, jobbers and private individ- 
uals engaged in the logging business 
who have failed to live up to the 
State law in regard to disposal of 
slash within 100 feet of highways in 
the State may be hailed into court 
at the end of arother six week per- 
iod. The Forest Fire Division ‘of 
the State Conservation Department 
is. making a careful check on all op- 
erations of this kind and prosecutions 
will be started against thosé . who 
have not complied with the law. 

In ‘many instances, companies have 
already piled and destroyed the lash 
by fire. Others are preparing to do 
so. Some concerns, however, prefer 
to wait until the. Department in- 
structs them to get. busy. If the 
state officials had their way, all slash 
would be left piled until after the 
first snowfall and would be burned 
then. Reports have been coming into 
the offices to the effect that burning 
of the slash at this time of year has 
sometimes resulted in scarred trees 
and sorry scenery near the highways. 


Lansing, Aug 14. —Governor Fred 
"W. Green delivered ‘the principal ad- 
dress at the dedication of the Muske- 
gon State Park, August 8. Muske- 
gon citizens have been greatly inter- 
asted in the project and the Board of 
Commerce and other, bodies of busi- 
ness men in the west-state city de- 
clared the dedication day a holiday. 

The tract consists of 1,000 acres. of 
land, has a three mile "frontage on 
Lake Michigan and one and one-half 
miles of frontage on Muskegon Lake. 
Thirty-five per cent of the area con- 
sists of moving sand dunes.
